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THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


Nineteen eighty-seven was, if nothing else, quite event- 
ful. It had it all: scandal, tragedy, corruption, achievement. 

The next-to-last year of the Reagan presidency was 
marred by revelations concerning the sale of arms to Iran in 
exchange for the release of hostages. Some of the profits 
from the sales were illegally diverted to the Contra rebels 
in Nicaragua. The star of this muddled affair was Marine Lt. 
Colonel Oliver North, a charismatic figure who capitvated 
American television audiences for days during Senate hear- 
ings on the scandal. President Reagan alternately accepted 
blame for the sales and denied knowledge of them. John 
Poindexter, Robert McFarlane, and Richard Secord 
became household names. McFarlane attempted 
suicide. Fawn Hall, North’s secretary, told tales of 
“shredding parties’ in which countless documents 
were destroyed in an attempt to cover up the opera- 
tion. The Senate investigation found fault with the 
president’s network of advisors. Their advice: Rea- 
gan should keep in touch and should not delegate all 


his authority. 

In October, the bubble burst for thousands of 
investors across the country. Following a record 
100 + point drop on Friday, October 16, the 
Dow Jones average plummeted 508 points on 
October 19, immediately nicknamed ‘Black 
Monday.” An estimated $500 billion on paper 
was lost that day. 

In the political arena, Federal Judge Robert 
Bork was nominated by President Reagan to re- 
place retiring Associate Justice Lewis Powell. 
Bork, a conservative, was grilled in the Senate 
confirmation hearings. Charges of racisim and 
lack of respect for constitutional rights led to his 
downfall. He was soundly rejected. The man Rea- 
gan found to replace Bork was Douglas Ginsburg, 
who withdrew his name from consideration after 
it was revealed that he had smoked marijuana. 
Judge Anthony Kennedy, a compromise appoin- 
tee, seems to be headed for a confirmation. 

In the scandal department, the parade was lead 
by TV evangelists Jim and Tammy Bakker, heads 
of the PTL organization. Their empire, which in- 
cluded a religious amusement park, crumbled 
when allegations of sexual improprieties by Jim 
with Jessica Hahn, a church secretary, surfaced. 
Tales of payoffs, outlandish luxuries (including an 
air-conditioned doghouse), and huge salaries 
soon followed. In the political world, Gary Hart’s 
fling with model Donna Rice ended his presiden- 
tial campaign in May - but not for long. In Sep- 
tember, he apparently changed his mind, reen- 
tering the race. 

Some other newsbits from 1987: - Jessica Mc- 
Clure, age 18 months, fell down a well in Mid- 
land, Texas. She survived two and a half days 
underground while feverish efforts were made to 
rescue her. Fortunately, she suffered remarkably 
little physical damage and is healthy today. 

- A high-rise building in Bridgeport, Connecti- 
cut collapsed, killing 28 construction workers. 
The collapse was blamed on saftey violations by 
the building’s owners during its construction. 

- Vincent Van Gogh’s painting entitled ‘’Sun- 
flowers” sold for $39.9 million, a record that was 
eclipsed when his painting “Irises’’ sold for $53.9 
million. Van Gogh sold one painting during his 
lifetime. 

- The all-male Rotary Clubs of America were 
ordered by a Federal judge to admit women. 

- The Golden Gate Bridge and Disney’s ‘Snow 
White” both celebrated their 50th anniversaries. 

- The “Baby M” case took custody of said baby 
away from surrogate mother Mary Beth White- 
head and gave it to her real father, William Stern, 
and his wife, Elizabeth. 

- Ronald Reagan and Mikhail Gorbachev 
signed a treaty banning medium-range nuclear 
missiles. 

- On August 16, a New Age began; an era of 
peace and love, due to a Harmonic Convergence 
of planets and other heavenly bodies. At least, 
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that’s what some say... 

In sports, the man of the year was Canada’s Ben 
Johnson. Johnson demolished the world record 
in the 100M dash at World Track + Field Cham- 
pionships, held in Rome in August. He also broke 
the record in the 60M dash indoors during the 
fall. The New York Giants won Super Bowl XXI, 
beating the Denver Broncos 38-20. In a thrilling 
January 2nd game, Penn State beat the University 
of Miami in the Fiesta Bowl to claim the national 
college championship. In college basketball, Indi- 


ana beat Syracuse at the buzzer to win the NCAA tournament. 
The pro championship was won by the Los Angeles Lakers, 
who beat Boston’s own Celtics in six games. The Edmonton 
Oilers, led by perennial all-star Wayne Gretsky, defeated the 
Philadelphia Flyers, led by Cup MVP Ron Hextall, to capture 
the Stanley Cup, taking the series to seven games for the first 
time in 16 years. The Minnesota Twins played poorly away 
from their home stadium, but still won the World Series, beat- 
ing the St. Louis Cardinals in seven tough games. Twins pitcher 
and Series MVP Frank Viola had to miss his brother’s wedding 
to pitch (and win) Game One. Pat Cash upset top-ranked Ivan 
Lendl to capture the men’s singles crown at Wimbledon. Mar- 


tina Navratilova won her eighth Wimbledon 
women’s singles title, tying the career record, 
held by Helen Moody. In a surprise victory, Sugar 
Ray Leonard stripped the middleweight title 
from Marvelous Marvin Hagler after a five-year 
retirement period. Leonard dominated the early 
rounds of the fight, but Hagler fought well to- 
wards the end. The split decision was controver- 
sial, surrounded by cries of a possible fix, which 
were never substantiated. And, finally, skipper 
Dennis Conner of Stars and Stripes avenged his 
1983 America’s Cup defeat by crushing the 
Australian entry Kookaburra III in the waters 
off Fremantle, Australia. 

The entertainment world suffered from a 
Fatal Attraction during 1987. The runaway hit 
of the year, ‘Fatal Attraction” starred Michael 
Douglas and Glenn Close in a thrilling tale of 
love and violence. Other hits included “Ro- 

bocop”, with Peter Weller as a futuristic 
crimefighter, ‘The Untouchables”, Brian 
DePalma’s version of the Elliot Ness story, 
starring Kevin Costner, Sean Connery, and 
Robert DeNiro, “Moonstruck”, with Cher 
and Nicholas Cage in a lighthearted ro- 
mantic comedy set in an Italian family, and 
“Broadcast News”, the latest film from 
James Brooks (maker of ‘Terms of Endear- 
ment”) that starred William Hurt, Albert 
Brooks, and newcomer Holly Hunter. “‘Ish- 
tar’’ was a major Hollywood flop, despite 
the presence of Dustin Hoffman and War- 
ren Beatty. The music industry saw the re- 
turn of Michael Jackson with his album 
“Bad”, and the controversial success of 
George Michael's song “| Want Your Sex.” 
Many thought the song inappropriate, 
considering the AIDS epidemic. The colle- 
giate cult band R.E.M. had a top-10 album, 
-“‘Document”, and a successful American 
tour. Less successful were the Cars, whose 
album “Door to Door”, although critically 
acclaimed, did not sell well. The year, 
however, belonged to the Irish band-U2, 
whose album “The Joshua Tree” spawned 
single after single. Their world tour was a 
giant success, also. TV hits included the 
perennial favorite “The Cosby Show”, the 
yuppie ‘‘dramady” ‘‘Thirtysomething,” 
and the legal drama “LA Law.” 

The new year is half over now, but the 
memory of the past one lingers.

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On January 15, 1988, Lincoln-Sudbury Regional High School, in conjunction with the 
school’s Martin Luther King Action Project, presented the first annual MLK Award to Kip 
Tiernan, the founder of Rosie’s Place, Boston’s shelter for homeless women. The presen- 
tation was made at the school’s annual Martin Luther King assembly. 

The MLK Action Project was started two years ago by several teachers and a community 
resident. The purpose of the Project was— and remains—finding ways to commemorate 
the life of Dr. Martin Luther King through concrete deeds and, thereby, helping to realize 
his enduring dream of a better, more just America. Our philosophy can be summed up by 
this line from Shakespeare: ‘Action is eloquence.” Project participants initiated and 
supported the idea for an award for several reasons. First we thought it was important to 
acknowledge the efforts of others to fulfill Dr. King’s dream, particularly those people 
who have made a life-long commitment to ideals and social vision of the slain civil rights 
leader. Also, we felt the award presentation would give us an opportunity to bring out to 
the school an alternative role model. In a decade when selfishness and self-concern have 
become dominent “values,” we wanted the school to meet someone whose life has been 
preoccupied with things one hears little about these days: justice and concern for others. 

Perhaps years from now, on flipping through this book, alumni will come to this page. It 
may be that the power of Kip’s life will cause them to reflect on the purposes of their 
own. “I have a dream that one day...... s

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In April 1987 the Martin Luther King, Jr. Action Project was launched at L-S. It is a 
way to celebrate Dr. King’s life throughout the year in a more meaningful way than a 
one day holiday. This is an outreach action effort through which students and adults 
have the opportunity to volunteer in shelters, soup kitchens, food banks, home 
repairs, women’s facilities, and in offices of organizations concerned with minority 
and world peace issues. There have been two alternative vacations— students’ 
vacation days spent giving to others in Boston and Vermont. 

In a year’s time growing participation in what has come to be known as MLK, 
reached approximately 100, including staff members. MLK members made a contri- 
bution of over 1200 hours to the cause of social service and justice. 

The efforts of those working towards “fulfilling the dream’ are appreciated.
